Continuation of 3. NOTE: The amendment to claim 1 narrows the ranges of thickness and weight for the glass woven fabric. This 
creates a new issue because the prior claim language was broader in scope. Additionally, the incorporation of the claim 2 into claim 1 
creates new issues because the limitations of claim 2 were not previously considered in conjunction with the other dependent claims. 


Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments concerning Ishii et al. 
and Sakaguchi et al. not disclosing the claimed thickness and weight of the woven glass cloth are arguments based on an amendment 
not being entered (See 3(a) above). Applicant also makes several arguments concerning each individual reference's inability to provide 
certain claimed features. However, one cannot show nonobviousness by attacking the references individually when the rejection is based 
upon a combination of references. For instance, Applicant argues the prepreg of Kawakita et al. has no copper foil. But the laminate of 
Kawakita et al. is not used in the rejection. Kawakita et al. is only used to teach that it would be obvious to a person having ordinary skill 
in the art to provide through holes in the laminate taught by Ishii et al. Applicant asserts that Kawakita et al. do not disclose laser 
processing conditions for resin composition at all. However, Kawakita et al. do teach making inner through holes in printed circuit boards 
using a carbon dioxide laser to improve performance. Since the material of Ishii et al. is a printed circuit board, it would be obvious to 
provide the holes as taught by Kawakita et al.
